REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1,3-8 and 1 1 are presently allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The cited art of record fails to teach antenna configuration comprises first and second 
resonator structures, and a control electrode, and a switching means is associated with the control 
electrode, the switching means enabling switching a connection of the control electrode to a 
reference potential, and comprises a switch and a pin diode, said pin diode is powered by a DC- 
source and switchable by means of the switch either into a non-conductive mode or into a 
conductive mode in which the switchable connection between the control electrode and the 
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reference potential is short circuited in combination with the remaining limitations in a manner 
as defined in claim 1 .
